A copy of Colonel HendeU'i annual 


report upon th* improvements of the 
rivers and harbors In California hi* bwn 
nowed. In thi* report th* work upon 
onr harbor as far as it had proceeded at 
the date of the report, July 7th, b art 
forth in detail. The Chief Engineer 
gives the history and objects of the im- 
provements, from which v e learn that on 
th* 14th of October, 1874, a contract 
was mode with Daniel Sweeney to de- 
live.- 90,000 tons of atone, from Yerba 
Boetia Island, along the line* of th* 
training vails, at • cost of W% cants 
per ton of 2,210 pounds. Th* contract 
n>ad< with Mr. Sweeney required him to 
deliver at least 10,000 tons in each cal- 
endar month. 
This requirement the 


contractor was unable to fulfill. 
In 


December and January, only 3,000 tool 
were delivered. In March, 3,000 tons, 
and in April, 4,257 ton*, were delivered. 
Thcso results indicated a steady im- 
f>rov- ment, bnt they remained 
be- 


low the requirements ot 
the agree- 


ment 
The most favorable season 


of th< year had ru>w arrived, and tha 
pnrti< x in interest were notified that by 
the 1 'th of May the delivery of stone 
must be increased to 500 tons per day, 
<md be maintained at that rate, and, this 
failing, that the w ori would be taken out 
of their hands. This notification had 
the effect to cmiso them tc retire, and 
they ceased work on the 8th of Mny. 
The work for two or three months pre- 
vious to this date had been in the hands 
of other parties, Mr. Sweeney having re- 
tired under an arrangement with one 
or both of his sureties. This failure 
having been foreseen by Mr. Mendel), 
authority was obtained to purchase in 
open market, this course being deemed 
necessary m order that the favorable 
season should not pass nnprofitably.

(or the purpose. The operations of the 
coming year will be directed to the con- 
struction of the two training walls; the 
removal of the old crib which is in the 
proposed channel, and the dredging of 
the channel-way.

The report also refers to the construc- 


tion of the breakwater at Wilmington 
hnrbpr, -which, accord'ng to surveys. 
made by Lieutenant Sears, confirms the 
expectations of the projectors. A steady 
improvement in the depth of water is 
noted, and the engineer stateb that the 
comparison will, previous surveysaffocds 
nn interesting study of the steps by 
which tidal forces excavate for them- 
sches a sufficient channel. These piers, 
unaided except by the constructions of 
the post four years, have increased the 
depth at the entrance of Wilmington 
harbor more than four feet, giving a 
depth of MX feet at mean low tide. The 
report also refers to the removal of 
liincon Kotk,;the improvement of Sacra' 
mcnto and Feather rivers, and tha ex- 
amination of Montery harbor, Cali 
fornin. 
After carefully estimating the 


cost of improving the harbor at Mon- 
tery, Mr. Uemlell hays, "I am of the 
opinion that a necessity calls for the cx- 
peditnrc of tho large snm of money 
which would be required to improve this 
harbor to any considerable extent."
